it plenty in recent days. 
Bu t the b est m ilitary opinion expressed ou tside

It averted a slau ghter and the destru c­ 
tion of property b u t it has not staved off the great­ 
est degradation the lib erty loving French people 
can su ffer. 
They are in a net. draw ing tighter 
and tighter constantly, and the fu Fl realization of 
the position of France will b e possib le w ithin a 
few» weeks.

dence which nevertheless shapes itself in a sym pa­ 


thetic attitu de. 
These governm ents, it is recog­ 


nized deal with people of volatile, changeab le n a ­ 


tu res and 
the character 
of 
the 
people of those 


cou ntries u nder dem ocratic ru le makes necessary 


a strong 
governm ent 
approaching 
dictatorship. 


These peoples at the same lim e look u pon the 


United States w ith some su .« picion, fearfu l that 


the strong neighb ors to the north may take ad­ 


vantage of their strength. 


Bu t the two Americas are the only two conti­ 


nents today free from the b lem ish of facism, naz- 


ism or com mu nism in theory, and actu ally to a 


large degree in fact. 
They still su pport govern­ 


m ents of a dem ocratic form and they still repre­ 


sent the w orld’s b est hope for perpetu ation of the 
dem ocratic system and dem ocratic institu tions. 
The efforts to create a solidarity b etween them 
are b eset with difficu lties, some of which have 
ju st b een mentioned. 
Bu t there are others. There 
is only one keynote to world diplomacy today. 
Every nation is ou t for itself not only in a govern­ 
m ental sense b u t even more in the economic field. 
Foreign policy among all nations is geared to for­ 
tify the economic interest of each individu al n a­ 
tion. 
The Sou th 
American 
repu b lics 
natu rally 
w ant to b u y their 
necessities 
and 
lu xu ries as 
cheaply as po.ssib le. 
They desire to sell their ex­ 
port com m odities u nder the most favorab le price 
qu otations possib le. 
It has b een H itler’s consist­ 
ent policy to ou tb id all other nations in the prices 
for m erchandise. 
He does .so at a terrific drain 
on Eu ropean capital b u t u p u ntil now he has done 
an effective b it of work. 
T hat is the im portance of 
the 
Havana confer­ 
ence which got u nder way this week. 
Beneath the 
su rface, and b eyond the discu ssions of the continu ­ 
ing distu rb ing developm ents in Eu rope is an eco­ 
nomic qu estion of the most vital consequ ence to 
b oth American indu stry and Am erican agricu ltu re.

which can advance capital to them . 
If ou t of the mess across the A tlantic shou ld 
come an expansion of American trade b etween the 
different Am erican repu b lics it w ill give this cou n­ 
try and its sm aller neighb ors to the sou th som e­ 
thing of genu ine valu e to m ake the two Americas 
more independent of the old world. 
Not that 
isolation of the w estern hem isphere can b e accom­ 
plished. 
There is no isolation in a sm all world. 
Bu t at least some of the ill effects of the presence 
of evil can b e softened. 
Bu t to m arch hand in 
hand means loosening of the restrictions against 
Sou th Am erican commodities and in the present 
mood of the Am erican people who are eager to 
sell and relu ctant if not adam ant when it comes to 
b u ying, the b arrier to American solidarity b ecomes 
m ore u nscalab le. 
The most that can b e hoped is 
for b etter u nderstanding among the peoples of 
all of the cou ntrie.s of the w estern hem isphere.

In other word.« , there m ay b e those who hope 
that u nder the almost su perhu m an b u rden of a 
national cam paign and the handling of the cou n­ 
try’s affairs, Mr. Roosevelt may m ake enou gh 
m istakes to defeat himself for re-election, b u t it 
might involve a price which even those who hate 
him cannot afford to pay.
